1 . The drawings are objected to for failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84 (p) (1), (t) and (u) 
(1). Page numbers, number of sheets, and figure numbers are missing from the drawings. 

(p) The Reference characters (numerals are preferred), sheet numbers, and view 
numbers must be plain and legible, and must not be used in association with brackets or inverted 
commas, or enclosed within outlines, e.g., encircled. They must be oriented in the same direction 
as the view so as to avoid having to rotate the sheet. Reference characters should be arranged to 
follow the profile of the object depicted. 

(t) Numbering of sheets of drawings. The sheets of drawings should be numbered in 
consecutive Arabic numerals, starting with 1, within the sight as defined in paragraph (g) of this 
section.

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
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present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note 
the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the ratio" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the number" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the 6, 7, 8 or 8 horse " in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the 4, 5, 9, or 10 horse" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by applicants own 
admission on page four of the specification that the invention was in the public domain for more 
than one year. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Barnes A 623 in 
view of Albright '835. 

10. Barnes discloses a playing surface having a ratio of different numbered squares for a 
horse racing game. Barnes does not expressly disclose a pair of dice with a double move when 
doubles are thrown. 

Albright teaches a board game having a pair of dice with a double move when doubles 
are thrown. By having an extra move when doubles are thrown, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would be provide game players with the opportunity to accelerate the advancement of a game 
piece on the playing surface. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill the 
art at the time of the applicant's invention was made to modify Barnes to include a pair of dice 
with a double move when doubles are thrown as taught by Albright. To do would game players 
with the opportunity to accelerate the advancement of a game piece on the playing surface. 

In regard to the claimed (double move when doubles a thrown for the 4, 6, 8, or 10 horse) 
in claim 1, line 5, this statement is considered a game rule. In game apparatus claims, only the 
claimed elements having physical structure (e.g. playing surface, number of squares, a pair of 
dice) are given patentable weight. Game rules, however, have no physical structure per se. 
Thus, game rules have no limiting affect in game apparatus claims. 
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Conclusion 



1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Rickabaugh ^655, Fritz ^582, Zarour x 245, Smolka *709, and Goyette N 293 all discloses 
different types of racing type games with different ratio's of squares.

An 
accompanying clean version is not required and should not be presented. Only claims of the status "currently 
amended," and "withdrawn" that are being amended, may include markings. 

(3) The text of pending claims not being currently amended , including withdrawn claims, must be presented in 
the claim listing in clean version, i.e., without any markings. Any claim text presented in clean version will 
constitute an assertion that it has not been changed relative to the immediate prior version except to omit 
markings that may have been present in the immediate prior version of the claims.
